ed tho code of honor took place on Ooat is- 
land, u sort of neutral ground, amenable 
prrbnps neither to the laws of Georgia nor 
South Carolina.

Wigfall's second was John Laurens Man- 
ning of Sum tor county, S. C. Brooks' sec- 
ond was Pierce Mason Butler of EdgeCeld. 
All these four men became famous char- 
acters in tho history of their state—indeed

The Difference Between Its Use In Eng- 


land and America. 


Thcro Is between England and America, 


both as to grammar and pronunciation, 
another difference, which goes deeper than 
more language. Kver since the time of 
Noah Webster there has, been, in this com- 
munity, a desire to maso tho English lan- 
guage consistent with itself and employ it 
accordingly. There is a tondoucy to spcab 
and write it on a theory, whereas in Eng- 
land it is spoken and written according to 
usage. If this usage meant, as in France, 
that decided and imposed by a learned 
body, it would be very different, but in 
England the usage recognized is not even 
that of Oxford and Cambridge, but ol 
"society".—this being the vague name oi 
a wholly indeterminate class, culminating 
in a series of princes and princesses whose 
parentage was not even wholly Engliiih, 
but half German. 
There is a tradition in 


France that the reason why the word car- 
rosso (carriage) is mascui'ine instead oi 
feminine, as analogy would require, is be- 
cause a little Bourbon prince, wishing tn 
go out to drive, once called for men car- 
rosso. 


There is no reason to think that there 


hns been any such direct royal influence 
in England, but there is no doubt that 
what is called English society, which is 
the recognized standard of speech in its 
own country, is responsible for inelcganciea 
and inaccuracies of speech which, if they 
had originated here, would very pofieibly 
have been repudiated and condemned. To 
say "it is him" and "different to" is as 
inaccurate ns to say "I don't know as" oi 
"he played some," the difference being 
that while a thousand teachers in our own 
country are trying to eradicate these last 
improprieties there is probably no school 
in England where "different to" and "it 
is him" arc not recognized as perfectly 
legitimate because somebody in good so- 
ciety is supposed to use them. 
And so oi 


pronunciation. One constantly hears well 
bred English people transform "Oh" into 
"Aouw,"and "when" into "wen"—the 
latter being simply a more rellncd form oi 
that aversion to the h which is seen at its 
extreme in Mrs. 'Enry 'Awkins. 


To sum it nil up, the besetting sin of 


Americans lies in holding a too finical anc| 
pedantic mode of speech, and paying too 
little regard to more usage, while to Eng- 
lish people usage—meaning social or fash- 
ionable usage—is everything and tho con- 
sistency of tho language nothing.—Thom- 
as Weutworth Higginson in Harper's Ba- 
zar.

In tho very earliest hour of the dim, 


gray dawn of a r.Ul morning of tho year 
IS-ti—to avoid notice and perhaps arrust 
—two clouo carriages are driven ouc of 
Augusta. 
They leave tho door of tho lato 


Thomas Barrett, who is himself an occu- 
pant of one of tlio carriages. 
Those two 


couches convoy'Wigfall, Manning, Barrett, 
a physician arid throe colored men, serv- 
ants, to tho vicinity of Goat island. 
Brooks and Butlur, with their physician 
mid hcrvants, come from tho Edgefluld 
sido, accompanied by tho lato Major An- 
drew Hammond of Kcw Richmond. 


The duel took place at 6:30 o'clock in 


tho afternoon. 
The actors in tlio bloody 


drama wore taken from cither shore to tlio 
island in one of tlio long polo boats of that 
day. Two shots wore exchanged. Tlio re- 
sult of tho second shot was tho wounding 
of Wigfall through botli thighs nnd tho 
•vvhizzingof a bullet into Brooks' hip, tho 
bullet ranging round into his back and 
lodging there. 
Both men wero painfully 


and very seriously wounded. 
Both sank 


to tho ground aud soon became almost un- 
conscious from lots of blood. 


And now comes the dramatic nnd some- 


what weird part of my story. 
Both 


wounds having been temporarily dressed, 
both men were lilted tenderly into the 
pole boat and, lying almost side by side, 
wero rowed down tho night mantled 
stream to tlie city. In this boat with tho 
wounded men were the seconds. Mr. Bar- 
rett, Major Hammond, the physicians and 
five negro men. 
Imagine this funereal 


bargo, illuminated by lightwood torches, 
sometimes flaring bright, sometimes burn- 
ing blue, as it glided down tho broad, still 
river in tho blackness of darkness, bearing 
on its bosom two noble, brave nnd bleed- 
ing boys, whoso immortal souls before tho 
journey's end might be callo'd to Etuud bo- 
fore their God. 


Arriving at Augusta Louis Wigfall was 


taken to tlie residence of Mr. Thomas Bar- 
rett, whose wife and mother-in -law, the 
late Mrs. Harriet Glnsscock, wero family 
connections of his, and there nursed back 
to health with tender care and motherly 
watchfulness. 
Preston Brooks was taken 


to Beard's hotel, in Hamburg, whence 
after a few days ho was taken to his home 
in Edgofleld. 


Louis T. Wigfall married a brilliant 


belle of Providunco, aud after living in 
Edgefield a few years subsequent to his 
duel removed to Marshall, Tex., which 
state ho very soon represented in tho Unit- 
ed States senate, where he achieved a, na- 
tional reputation as an orator and states- 
man. 
The war, of course, found him de- 


votedly and enthusiastically on tho sido of 
his native south. Ho became a hero in the 
nieiiiuiafjla mill Inlliul siugo of Forb Sum- 
ter, a brigadier general in the Confederate 
army, senator from Texas in tho Confed- 
erate congress and an intimate friend an 
adviser of Jefferson Dnvis. 
Ho died ii 


Galveston somo 10 or 13 years after th 
close of the war. 


Preston S. Brooks married a danghto 


of Governor Means of South Carolina, am 
continued to livo in Edgefleld. Ho'becam 
so popular among tho people of Edgefieli 
and the neighboring districts that they 
sent him to represent thum in congrcsE 
Previous to this, however, he had lee 
Company D of tho Palmetto regimen 
throughout tho Mexican war, and hai 
reached tho highest rank as a wise 
brave soldier. 
While ho was a member o 


the lowor house of congress his cousin 
Judge Andrew Pickens Butler, was Soutl 
Carolina's senator. 


In the senate about this time—it is mat 


terof national history—the famous Massa 
ohtiEetts senator, Charles Sumnor, mndo a 
speech reflecting upon Senator Butler 
who was a man many years his senior 
This insult to his venerable kinsman so 
aroused the iro of tho fiery Brooks that hi 
publicly canod Sunnier in tho senate cham 
bcr. The matter became almost a natiotia 
issue and aroused in the northern mine 
much of that hatred of tho south that lee 
to tho war. Preston S. Brooks, in his thirc 
term as congressman, died in Washington 
in 1867. 


Pierce M. Butler became governor ol 


South Carolina, then United States com- 
missioner to the Indians, and subsequently 
tho devoted and illustrious lender of tho 
renowned Palmetto regiment in the Mex- 
ican war. 
Ho fell at tlio head of his regi- 


ment, with a bullet through his brain, ut 
the memorable siege of Churubusco. 


John Laurens Manning married an mint 


of the present General Waile Hampton. Ho 
was at the time the wealthiest and the 
handsomest man in South Carolina. 
He 


became governor of his state, as his fathe: 
and grandfather had been before him, and 
proved himself throughout all his years a 
hero and a patriot of tho highest typo. lie 
died eight or ten years ago.—Augusta 
Herald.
